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ARE THE GRAND ARMY DRUNKEN BUMS? 

The experience of members of the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion with street cleaning in New York, re- 
calles the speculations of the poet Coleridge as to the 
possibilities of purifying the river Rhine, after its con- 
tact with the goodly city of Cologne. One of them, Mr. 
Andrews, is on trial before the Council of the New York 
Commandery upon charges growing out of his connec- 
tion with the Street Cleaning Department. His suc- 
cessor, also a Loyal Legioneer, Col. Waring, has been 
visited with the solemn censure of the New York As- 
sembly, and is being sharply followed by Posts of the 
Grand Army, as numerous as the Austrian legions aw- 
fully arrayed that boldly battling besieged Belgrade. 
It is, of course, impossible to assume that gentlemen 
belonging to the Loyal Legion could be guilty of indis- 
cretion, and we can only conclude that they are the vic- 
tims of that envy and malice which is popularly sup- 
posed to pursue conspicuous superiority in virtue. 

In view of his present occupation, Col. Waring can- 
not consider it as any reflection upon him if we describe 
his characterizations of the Grand Army as sweeping. 
That there are bums and drunkards too numerously in 
the Grand Army is unfortunately true; we ought not to 
have any there. That all, ora large percentage of this or- 
ganization are to be included in Col. Waring’s charac- 
terization is not true. Nor is it true that the Grand 
Army is chiefly responsible for the pension legislation 
which awakens the righteous indignation of the New 
York Street Cleaning Department. With the most gen- 
erous pension act of recent years they had nothing to do; 
at least, they had no interest in it. If its principles 
should be extended to them, and there is no reason in 
abstract justice why it should not be, every soldier of 
the late war would receive a pension on arriving at the 
age of 62 years, whether disabled or not; indeed, even 
though he never went nearer to the battlefield than the 
recruiting office in which he took the oath of enlistment. 
If it was right that a Democratic Congress should pass, 
and that Mr. Cleveland should sign, a bill giving this 
bounty to the survivors of the Mexican War, why may 
not the Grand Army ask with propriety that equal favor 
should be shown to them? The war with Mexico was 
an unrighteous contest for National aggrandizement; the 
War of the Rebellion, even in the opinion of Col. War- 
ing, was as righteous a war as ever called citizens into 
the field. 

That the editor of the Army and Navy Journa! is not 
in favor of wholesale pensioning, has been demonstrat- 
ed by what has been said in these columns, and by what 
was said by him in the symposium on the pension laws 
appearing in the “North American Review” for April 
1893. At the same time, we believe in putting the re- 
sponsibility where it belongs. The trouble with our 
soldiers of the Rebellion is not that their derhands have 
been in excess of others, but that there are so many of 
them. ‘The pension laws passed in their behalf stop 
much short of those which the survivors of other wars 
have taken advantage of, without regard to their pe- 
cuniary necessities, and without public protest. 

If a demand for pensions has sprung up in the Grand 
Army, it is not so much because of an increase of greed 
there as because with increasing years has come increasing 
disability. It was not until eight years after the war that 
action was taken by this organization on behalf of pen- 
sioners. Undoubtedly, this action has been promoted by 
claim agents, but this is the fault of Congress, and not 
of the old soldier. Our enormous pension roll is, in 
short, the legitimate and necessary result of the vicious 
methods of making war which have involved us in thon- 
sands of millions of unnecessary expenditure, have cost 
us many valuable lives, and have demoralized and con- 
fused public sentiment upon Army matters. In peace 
we utterly neglect preparation for war, and when war 
comes conduct it in the most lavishly, wasteful way 
and are never done paying for it. The effort the Grand 
Army is making to secure the introduction of military 
drill in our public schools should atone for errors of 
judgment in other matters, and yet this effort is op- 
posed by the very class of men who join with Col. War- 
ing in denouncing the Grand Army. 

It may be said, in conclusion, that a very considerable 
minority of the Grand Army have actively opposed the 
principle of granting pensions for anything else than dis- 
ability incurred in the service, and those who favored a 
more liberal system, have followed the traditions of our 
pension legislation, and have stopped much short of the 
liberal generosity shown to the soldiers of other wars. 
air statement, and not wholesale denunciation, is 
what is needed in such matters. 


The Infantry is decidedly in luck this week by the 
promotion of Gen. Wesley Merritt to Major General, vice 
McCook, retired, and the filling of the two vacancies 
for Brigadier General caused by the promotion in Feb- 
ruary last of Gen. Ruger to Major General, vice Scho- 
field, appointed Lieut. General, and the present advance- 
ment of Gen. Merritt. The lucky Colonels of Infantry 
ure Zenas R. Bliss, of the 24th Regt., and John J. 
Coppinger, of the 23d. In the case of Gen. Bliss, the 
action was foreshadowed; in the case of Gen. Coppinger 
it has come as a surprise, and President Cleveland has 
done for him what President Harrison did not do when 
he had the opportunity, for the son-in-law of James G. 
Blaine. 

The military records of the three officers, now promot- 
ed, are so well known that it is needless to expatiate 
upon them. Gen. Merritt, a young officer when the war 
broke out, was a Brigadier General of Volunteers in 
1863, and Major General on April 1, 1865. He was a 
trusted commander under the late Gen. Sheridan, who 


held him in close esteem as a gallant and skillful 
soldier. Gen. Bliss has close on to forty-one years 
active service, with brevets for Fredericksburg and the 
Wilderness, a sagacious and practical officer. Gen: Cop- 
pinger took service with the North in 1861, as Captain 
of the 14th Inf., was appointed a Colonel of New York 
Cavalry in 1865, in 1866 was transferred to the 23 Inf., 
with which he served. until 1879, when promoted Major, 
and came back to it again as Colonel in January, 1891. 
Our hearty congratulations are tendered to each oflicer. 

It was believed that the Brigadier General would not 
be made until Gen. Schofield’s retirement, and the dis- 
appointment of the prophets who made predictions of 
this character may be imagined, But this disappvint- 
ment is not so deep as to prevent the utterance of the 
most flattering comments upon all of the President's ap- 
pointments. It has all along been considered a certain- 
ty that Brig. Gen. Wesley Merritt would succeed to the 
Major Generalship caused by Maj. Gen. McCook's re- 
tirement. It was held to be equally certain that Col. 
Zenas R. Bliss, 24th Inf., would be the next Brigadier 
General. The greatest surprise of all, however, was the 
appointment of Col. John J. Coppinger, 23d Inf., to the 
additional vacancy in the list of Brigadier Generals. It 
is remembered that an attempt was made ‘to get Presi- 
dent Harrison to give Col. Coppinger a Brigadier Gen- 
eralship when he occupied the White House, and his 
failure to do so caused a great deal of regret among Col. 
Coppinger’s friends. We are much gratified to see that 
the President has mafle three such excellent appoint- 
ments, and believes that the events of the future will 
show the wisdom of his choice. We are told that Col. 
Coppinger had no application for promotion on file. In 
the appointments to the Quartermaster’s Department 
the “dark horses” won. In fact, it is said that they 
had very little influence at work in their behalf. I» the 
case of Lieut. John T. French, Jr., 4th Art., it is known 
that all he had on file at the War Department was a 
mere application for transfer to the Quartermaster’s 
Department. It is understood that the action of the 
President in his case is due to the meritorious work 
which Lieut. French has placed on the Army Regula- 
tions during the past three years. Lieut. Isaac W. Lit- 
tell, 10th Inf., and Lieut. James B. Aleshire, Ist Cav., 
were both applicants, but so far as can be learned, 
neither was pushed very hard for the places they have 
secured, and in appointing them the President took their 
individual merits into consideration. 





The list of Army officers now per!orming active duty, 
who were commissioned officers in the Regular Service 
before the war and who participated in that conflict, 
is rapidly growing smaller. In fact, it has now but 53 
members. But 53 soldiers of the Rebellion remain on 
the active list of our Army. Maj. Gen. McCook’s re- 
tirement April 22 reduced this list by one. Gen. Thomas 
L. Casey will retire May 10. Col. Judson D. Bingham, 
Quartermaster’s Department, will follow on May 16. 
The next to go will be Col. H. L. Abbot, of the Engi- 
neer Corps, who will retire on Aug. 13, and when this 
event occurs there will be just an even half hundred of- 
ficers in the service who enjoy the distinction of having 
Leen regular officers on April 12, 1861, when the hom- 
bardment of Fort Sumter occurred. Lieut. Gen. Scho- 
field will be the next officer of this list to retire, and he 
will be followed by Col. George H. Mendell, of the En- 
gineer Corps, who will retire on Oct. 12. Following Col. 
Mendell comes Lieut. Col. J. H. Gilman, Subsistence 
Department. Then Col. O. M. Poe, Engineer Corps, 
who retires March 7, 1896. It is believed that the fol- 
lowing are all the remaining officers on the list: Col. 
William H. Penrose, 16th Inf.; Col. H. C. Wood, Ad- 
jutant General's Department; Col. H. W. Closson, 4th 
Art.; Lieut. Col. Thomas Wilson, Sudsfstence Depart- 
ment; Col. John W. Barriger, Subsistence Department;

Capt. Eardley-Wilmot contributes to the European 
edition of the New York “Herald” an article on our 
American Navy, in which he expresses European appre- 
ciation of the energy and ability shown in the rapid 
growth of our new navy. He criticises it in detail, 
showing that we have copied foreign errors in construc- 





tion. We have gone too far in replacing manual labor 
by machinery, and have too many calibres in our guns, 
If a mixture of 12-inch and 6-inch guns is most suitable, 
why add pieces of 8-inch calibre? There are many other 
drawbacks in the carriage, supply and distribution of 
ammunition to the guns which all sailors will appreci- 
ate. We have too large a proportion of armor weight 
to displacement, one-third of the tonnage of a 1,500 ton 
vessel being devoted to passive displacement. Adml. 
Farragut used to say that the best defence is an over- 
whelming fire from your own guns; and it must be re- 
membered that within certain limit of size addition to 
the armor must involve curtailing the armament. The 
American naval authorities have, in many of their ves- 
sels, followed the prevailing tendency of giving prom- 
inence to what, after all, is only the ability to receive 
blows, rather than to the power of inflicting them. 

Nor does our critic believe in using protective 
decks to the extent that we have done. There are few 
nations which in their naval construction have resisted 
this craze for protective decks, and so far as known 
Russia alone has steadily adhered to the armored belt. 
I’rance has not abandoned it entirely, and the praise be- 
stowed upon the design of the Dupuy de Lome rested 
chiefly upon the fact that her hull was to be entirely 
covered with thin armor. Italy set the bad example by 
launching huge vessels with absolutely unprotected 
sides, and there has been a tendency to follow what is 
only based on theory without confirmation in practice. 

The stagnation in promotion is briefly dwelt upon by 
Capt. Eardley-Wilmot, and he speaks of the short-sight- 
ed policy which evades the solution of the policy of pro- 
motion and allows absolute stagnation to become 
chronic. Finally, though much has been done in build- 
ing up the present fleet of the United States, an im- 
mense deal remains to be accomplished before this coun- 
try has a navy not only commensurate with its position 
among nations, but also capable of expansion in time 
of need. A vast expansion of the fleet and commerce of 
the United States is, in the judgment of this authority, 
coming in the not distant future. 


We hope that our own and other civilized Govern- 
ments will secure one result from the Japanese war 
which is just closing, and that is the breaking down of 
the nonsensical political seclusion of the Chinese Em- 
peror. For many years Ministers of the civilized powers 
kept their credentials in their pockets, because the Chi- 
nese pretended that there was no one to receive them. 
This was during the Emperor’s minority and his aunt's 
regency. We believe the present Emperor did give an 
unsatisfactory and half degrading audience to the Min- 
isters, but the day has come to tell the Chinese that this 
nonsense must stop, and the Emperor must receive the 
representatives of other powers on the same terms of 
free personal communication which his Ministers enjoy 
from contemporary rulers. ‘There is a general impres- 
sion that this would be extremely contrary to Chinese 
etiquette and subversive of the Imperial dignity, but 
this is not true. Chinese rules give way whenever there 
is Chinese advantage to be won, and there is nothing 
sacred in them. The Emperor of Japan has changed 
from a sacredly secluded monarch to a vigorous per- 
sonal ruler, transacting business face to face, when 
necessary, and the Emperor of China can do likewise. 
Hiis representatives have been running around the world 
begging help from all: nations, and demanding audi- 
ences which he would not think of giving. It is time 
this farce should stop, and China take the first step in 
imitating that progress in real dignity and power which 
has made Japan her conqueror. 


Admiral Besnard, speaking before the French Cham- 
bers, said that France has 41 per cent. of her ships in 
commission; England, 47 per cent.; Italy, 75 per cent.; 
Germany, 33 per cent.; Austria, 38 per cent.; Russia, 
97 per cent., and the United States, 10 per cent. We 
do not know where the Admiral got the figures for the 
United States. We have over 60 per cent. of our naval 
vessels in commission, and, if we exclude the old moni- 
tors, and the vessels used for school purposes, some of 
which are loaned to the States, 85 per cent. In the 
speech from which we quote, Admiral Besnard said: “I 
believe, and I say it after consultation with the con- 
structors and my officers, that our interest is to build 
up our fleet of handy vessels, manceuvring rapidly and 
able at need to deliver a blow with the ram. That is 
my profound conviction. If we were in action with the 
enormous Italian ships of 14,000 and 15,000 tons, with 
turning circles of 1,000 or 1,200 meters, while that of 
the Jemmapes, for example, does not exceed 300 meters, 
I believe that our vessels would prove very formidable 
to those apparently more powerful adversaries.” 


Maj. E. A. Garlington, Inspector General, U. 8S. A.. is 
the subject of the “Stars and Garter’s” article in the 
number of the “Ilustrated American” for April 20. We 
ure told that “as an author, explorer and fighter, he 
stands pre-eminent; his writings are rich with thoughts 
gained by hard, instructive experiences and careful re 
search, for he is an inveterate student of all that per- 
tains to his chosen profession. His terrible trip to the 
Arctic regions in search of the Peary Expedition is fa- 
miliar to the world, and he wears on his breast a medal 
for distinguished bravery while fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with the sturdy men of the ‘Fighting Seventh’ 
Cavalry.” <A sketch of the Major’s career, with an ex- 
cellent portrait follows, and we are told the story of the 
battle of Wounded Knee Creek, in which Garlington 
wor the medal of honor recently conferred upon him, 
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The President is expected within a few days to make 
the assignments to stations of the commanding officers 
he has just appointed. There is good reason to believe 
that Maj. Gen. Merritt will desire to retain his present 
department, the Department of the Dakota. It is re- 
ported that he is contemplating making new ties in St. 
Paul, and this is given as a reason why he does not de- 
sire a transfer. There is talk of transferring Brig. Gen. 
Wheaton from the Department of Texas to the De- 
partment of the Colorado, and this will probably be 
done if Gen. Wheaton intimates to the War Department 
that he would like to receive this assignment. In this 
case Brig. Gen. Bliss or Brig. Gen. Coppinger will go 
to the Department of Texas, with the chances in favor 
of the former. Brig. Gen. Bliss was appointed before 
Brig. Gen. Coppinger, and he therefore has the choice 
of stations. In case Brig. Gen. Wheaton does not go to 
the Department of Colorado, and no other commanding 
officer wants it, Brig. Gen. Bliss will be assigned to 
duty there. There will be one commanding officer left 
unprovided for, no matter how the Department stretches 
points, unless, of course, one of the officers asks for 
leave—a very improbable occurrence. It is currently be- 
lieved at the War Department that Brig. Gen. Cop- 
pinger will be placed on waiting orders pending Lieut. 
Gen. Schofield’s retirement, when he will be assigned to 
a Department. 





The Nicaraguan Canal Commission has at last en- 
tered upon its labors. Maj. William Ludlow, the Army 
member of the commission, reached New York from 
London on Monday, and on Tuesday paid his respects 
to the War Department officials at Washington. Mr. 
Noble, of Chicago, the civilian member of the commis- 
sion, reached Washington on Sunday night, and on the 
following day called on Civil Engr. Mordecai T. Endi- 
cott, the Navy member of the organization. The three 
Commissioners paid their respects to Secretary Gresham 
on Tuesday, and called on the President. He was ab- 
sent, however, at his country seat. The commission or- 
ganized, with Maj. Ludlow as Chairman. Instructions 
were received during the week from Secretary Gresham, 
and after considering a number of preliminary details, 
the board has come to New York to discuss the Nicara- 
guan Canal Company’s plans. Civil Engr. A. J. Meno- 
cal will act as the company’s representative in Nica- 
ragua, and will escort the commission along the route 
surveyed for the waterway. It has been suggested to 
the commission that it commence its work on the west 
side first, on account of the heavy undergrowth which 
covers the east side of Nicaragua, and this proposition 
is now under consideration. A force of men has been 
set to work in Nicaragua at the company’s direction, 
clearing away the tropical vegetation which has over- 
grown the line of survey. 





In the last “Army and Navy Gazette” we find this 
statement: “The British authorities have informed the 
United States Government that if the indemnity de- 
manded from Nicaragua be not paid, they intend to 
oceupy the Nicaraguan custom-houses till sufficient rev- 
enue has been collected to pay it. The United States 
will not interfere, and the Nicaraguan Government has 
already received notice to this effect. The Royal Arthur 
and Wild Swan are at Panama.” Subsequent proceed- 
ings make it apparent that there is an understanding 
between England and America in the matter of Nica- 
ragua. These Central America countries have a 
habit of presuming upon their weakness to disregard 
foreign rights of citizenship. That our over good 
natured diplomacy should have permitted this in our 
ease is not to be accepted as a precedent by England. 
It is only needful that it should be made clear to 
her that we cannot permit any foreign nation to obtain 
a further lodgment on this continent. This being un- 
derstood, and the experience of France and Mexico is

Preparations are already in progress at the War De- 
partment looking to the transfer of the Fort Leavenworth 
Military Prison to the Department of Justice on the first 
day of the new fiscal year, as provided by act of Con- 
gress. It is probable that a number of the prisoners 
will be pardoned. The remainder will be distributed 
among military posts, and will be called upon to perform 
police duty. ‘This will relieve the enlisted men from 
work of this character, and they will have more time to 
devote to their military duties. It is the belief at the 
War Department that this change will be extremely 
beneficial to the Army as a whole. 











The “New England Magazine” for April has an ar- 


ticle on “Indian Education at Carlisle,” with excellent 


illustrations of Capt. Pratt, some of his Indian wards 


and of the school grounds and school rooms at Car- 


lisle. In reply to some of the criticisms upon the policy 


of Indian education, the author says: “It would be im- 
possible to show that any of the graduates, and even 
any of those who have been at the school, half the time 
required for graduation, are living in crime or helpless 
degradation.” 





We are very glad to note the appointment this week of 
Lieut. J. T. French, Jr., 4th Art., to one of the vacant 
Assistant Quartermasterships. Capt. French is a highly 
accomplished officer whose work during the past few 
years in connection with the drill regulations, the re- 
vision of the Army regulations, etc., has been con- 
scientiously and intelligently performed with unre- 
mitting zeal. The immense amount of work involved 
in these important duties can scarcely be realized, and 
it is well known that Capt. Wrench has always risen to 
the occasion to the complete satisfaction of the govern- 
ing military authorities.

Her speed, on the cruising ground she as 
chosen, will always enable her to obtain the 24 hours’ shel- 
ter granted by neutral powers, and thus a chance of es- 
eape by night, which can only be prevented by surrounding 
her with a chain of vessels more numerous than our small 
Navy and extended blockaded coast can at present allow 
us to devote to this object. 

Can she not be decoyed under fire, or even boarded? A 
steamer cannot do this, for the smallness of the steam 
mercantile marine would of itself render her liable to sus- 
picion. I have thought that a sailing vessel, as one of the 
lately confiscated rebel vessels, might be uipped with a 
heavy pivot gun and a lighthouse built over it, such as are 
often seen in merchant ships, and which could not excite 
—. Broadside guns requiring rts would be incom- 
patible with the end in view. Man the ship with 100 men, 
more if ae Will there not be a probability of the 
steamer approaching confidently—if to leeward, within a 
distance to render boarding practicable; if to windward, so 
as possibly to be disabled or sunk with your heavy gun? 

Elaboration of detail would be misplaced here, and I 
shall not attempt it. I am aware that the disadvantages a 
sailing vessel labors under are great, and | idea may 
appear rash or even hairbrained. But suppose it fail, what 
is lost? A useless ship, a midshipman and 100 men. If it 
succeed, apart from the importance of the capture, look at 
the prestige such an affair would give the service. Finally, 
if this is so fortunate as to meet your approval and that 
of the honorable Secretary, and you should not wish to 
risk a better man, I beg to offer myself to lead the enter- 
prise.

TRANSPORTATION DURING THE STRIKES. 


The War Department is still trying to throw the ex- 
pense for transporting troops during the strike last 
summer upon some other appropriation than that for 
the transportation of the Army. In part its efforts have 
succeeded and it may be that a sufficient sum will be 
saved from the proceeds to permit at least of some field 
exercises for troops during the coming summer of a 
few more changes of stations. The Comptroller of the 
Treasury in a lengthy opinion has held out a little hope 
to the War Department in this matter. The Quarter- 
master General requested the Comptroller to cover not 
only the specific items in the bill preferred by the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company against the War Depart- 
ment for the transportation of troops, but also those 
coming within the same class. The bill of this rail- 
road company amounted to $1,044.75. The Comptrol- 
ler’s opinion includes the correspondence between the 
War Department and Maj. Gen. Merritt on the obstruc- 
tions on the Northern Pacific line, and also the report 
on the strike made to Congress detailing the conditions 
existing in the Northwest at the time the orders were 
issued detailing troops to clear the road of obstructions. 
“It was under the circumstances above described,” 
states the opinion, “that the troops were transported, 
for whose transportation the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company present the claim now under 
consideration. It appears from an examination of the 
papers sent by the Quartermaster General, that the 
troops, taken to and from the Northern Pacific bridge at 
Powder River were used at that point for the protec- 
tion of said bridge. And it would also seem that some 
of the transportation was for troops taken to specific 
points designated as acting as trainguards were trans- 
ported on the trains for their protection and for service 
at such points as they might be needed, it not being 
known at just what points it was necessary to station 
troops. It is perfectly clear that where troops are 
transported from one point to another point to be there 
used, such transportation is a proper charge against the 
appropriation for the transportation of the Army, al- 
aaah the necessity for the transportation of such 
troops was to protect at such points property of the 
roads over which they were transported. The mere 
fact that such use of the troops resulted in great benefit 
to the property of the railroad company cannot affect 
the question, particularly as the road was in the hands 
of receivers of a federal court, and the government 
owed a duty to those interested in that receivership to 
protect the property which had been taken into the 
custody of one of its own courts. The troops travelling 
on trains, which it was guposses might be attacked at 
different points and which but for their presence would 
probably have been so attacked, although travelling on 
such trains for the protection thereof, were in fact be- 
ing transported along the line over which they traveled 
to such points as it might be ascertained as the train 
went along, they would be needed. Under these cir- 
cumstances, I think their transportation may be paid 
from the appropriation for transportation of the Army 
as much as if they had been transported to a designated 
point for government used at such points. It may be 
that there were cases where a number of troops were 
actually put upon trains, not for the purpose of being 
transported to points where they might be needed for 
the protection of said train, but for the protection of 
the train at the very place where they boarded it, be- 
cause the train was threatened by mobs at such points. 
The mere fact that the property which they were pro- 
tecting at the time was moving, and that they were 
thus carried for a shorter or longer distance, could not, 
in my opinion, constitute transportation of the Army 


within the meaning of the words used in that a 

ation. Bills for such services, if presented, would not 
be a proper charge against the appropriation transpor- 
tation of the Army.” 





The following is a description of the advantages of the 

double turret arrangement suggested by the Naval Ord- 
nance Bureau for the adoption for the new battleships, 
which was given by an expert thoroughly familiar with 
it: Its advantages are numerous, not only in the matter 
of concentration of gun-fire, but in the protection af- 
forded the ammunition hoists for the 8-inch guns which 
are mounted in a turret above the 13-inch guns. On the 
Indiana, the only protection given to the 8-inch am- 
munition hoists is three inches of armor. In the double 
turret arrangement, they have 15 inches protection— 
that which forms the turrets and barbettes for the 13- 
inch guns. 
_One of the principal difficulties with 8-inch ammuni- 
tion hoists has been the restricted size of the ammuni- 
tion tube allowed. A limit is required on account of 
the great weight which would necessarily result if the 
tubes were made toolarge. With the double turret arrange- 
ment, this difficulty melts away, for the 13-inch turret 
and barbette.share their protection with the ammunition 
hoist arrangement for the 8-inch guns. Comparing this 
arrangement with the Iowa’s 8-inch guns, the lowa’s 
weapons are mounted in a turret 6 inches thick with an 
8-inch barbette below, and from this point down to the 
water line the only protection for the ammunition hoist 
arrangement is a 13-inch tube. In the double turret 
plan, the protection afforded the ammunition hoist ar- 
rangement for the 8-inch guns is 15 inches from the top 
to the water line. 

“A large amount of waste space is necessarily present 
in the center of the 13-inch turret and barbette, and 
this, under our plans, is utilized for the 8-inch ammuni- 
tion hoist arrangement. Each 8-inch and each 13-inch 
gun will be fitted with an ammunition hoist, an ad- 
vantageous arrangement for one reason, because of the 
quicker fire which the guns will be able to give. There 
will, therefore, be four ammunition hoists for each 
double turret. This system does not prevail at present 
in the Navy, and is not possible in any of the ships in 
service or under construction. 

“The waste space at the bottom of the 13-inch bar- 
bette is utilized as an 8-inch shell and handling room. 
This saves the hoisting of the ammunition one deck. 
In this room the shell is placed on its carrier and is run 
up in the rear of the 8-inch gun, where it is shoved in 
the breech. Only one handling is required. The am- 
munition hoist itself runs from the shell room directly 
through the center of the 13-inch turret. 

“The 13-inch shell and handling room is directly below 
the 8-inch shell room, and the ammunition is run up to 
the gun in exactly the same manner as in the case of 
the 8-inch guns. 

“The saving in weight by the double turret arrange- 
ment is large. Two 8-inch turrets, barbettes and am- 
munition tubes, and the barbettes and ammunition tubes 
of two other 8-inch turrets are dispensed with, and the 
fire under it is practically as good. Notwithstanding 
this reduction in weight, the 8-inch emplacement in the 
double turret arrangement has an enormously increased 
protection, for the armor for the 13-inch turret below af- 
fords it 15 inches of protection. It has always been re- 
garded as doubtful if the turret arrangement, rollers, 
ete., for 8-inch guns in light turrets, weighing 90 tons, 
would stand the blow of a 12-inch projectile, even if the 
armor kept out the shell. The — mm ete,, for the 13- 
inch turrets under the ordnance plans, serve for the 8- 
inch, and this doubt is therefore removed. If this sys- 
tem had been adopted for the Indiana, 440 tons of 
weight would have been saved, and just as good a gun 
fire would have been retained. Under the Bureau’s 
plans, the maximum sweep of the guns is 270°, and the 
broadside which can be given by a ship fitted with the 
battery we suggest is 5,809 pounds of steel.” 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Mr. Henry Hooker Wilson, who died April 19th at 
his residence, No. 5 Hast 81st street, New York City, 
was the only son of Lieut. Thos. P. Wilson, U. ry 
Navy, who died March 10th, 1877. 


Lieut. Dudley Field Musgrave, British Navy, a 
grandnephew of the Rev. Dr. Henry M. Field, died at 
Bombay, India, April 9th, from typhoid fever. He was 
the son of Sir Anthony Musgrave, who married the 
only living daughter of David Dudley Field. At the 
time of his death he was in command of a gunboat in 
Bombay. He was twenty-two years old. 


Dr. Robert McWatty, D. D. Post Chaplain U. 8S. 
Army, retired, died April 15th at Mercer, Pa., after an 
illness of some duration. He was a Presbyterian, was 
appointed Post Chaplain in 1882 and retired for age 
in 1892. The “Mercer Despatch and Republican” refer- 
ing to the death says: “On Monday, April 15th, sur- 
rounded by his family and in the midst of the people 
with and for whom he had labored so long and faith- 
fully, and who loved him so well, quietly and peace- 
fully he fell asleep in Jesus, ‘as one who wraps the 
drapery of his couch about him and lies down to pleas- 
ant dreams.’ Dr. McWatty was no ordinary man. In 
the stormy days of the anti-slavery discussion and 
when the dark cloud of rebellion hovered over our south- 
ern border he was ever in the forefront for God and 
country and freedom. During his two years’ labor in 
the Army he was the father, counselor and friend of 
the enlisted man rather than the reserved and distant 
officer. The men loved him because he loved them and 
was their friend.” 

Gen. Charles Thomas Campbell, who died April 15, at 
Scotland, S. D., was a Pennsylvanian, and in 1847 was 
appointed Ist Lieutenant of the 11th Inf., served dur- 
ing the Mexican War, was promoted Captain, and in 
August, 1848, was honorably discharged. When the 
Rebellion broke out he was appointed a Captain of 
Pennsylvania Light Art., passed through the grades of 
Lieutenant Colonel and Colonel to Brigadier General of 
Volunteers, served with gallantry and distinction and 
was mustered out January 15, 1866. 

Gen. R. M. Stevenson, of Pueblo, Col., who died re- 
cently in Chicago, was formerly Adjutant General of 
Colorado. He was a member of the Order of the Cin- 
cinnati and the only three members of that order, living 
in Chicago, J. McGregor Adams, Frederick H. Winston 
and Capt. Philip Reade, U. 8. A., were very attentive 
to him during his illness. 

To many sincere friends, the news of the death of 
Mrs. Stan 7: wife of Gen. David S. Stanley, Governor 
of the Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D. C., will be a 
severe affliction. This estimable lady died April 23, at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Md., where she had 
been removed for treatment. She was a daughter of 
the late Col. J. J. B. Wright, Assistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral, U. 8. A., who died in 1876, and a sister of Col. J: 
P. Wright, Assistant Surgeon General, at present sta- 
tioned in St. Louis.

By direction of the President, the retirement from active 
service this day, by operation of law, of Maj. Gen, Alexan- 
der McDowell McCook, under the provisions of the act of 
June 30, 1882, is announced. 

Gen. McCook entered the U. S. Military Academy from the 
State of Ohio, and was graduated and appointed Lieutenant 
in the 3d Infantry in 1852. His frontier service before tbe 
late war was in the Territory and the Military Department 
of New Mexico, where he was engaged with hostile Indians 
in the actions of Sauwatchie Pass, of Arkansas River, snd 
the one on the Gila River. On the outbreak of the late war 
he became the Colonel of the Ist Ohio Volunteers, and was 
engaged with his regiment in the action of Vienna and the 
first battle of Bull Run. For gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices in this battle he was brevetted Major. On the 3d of 
September, 1861, he was appointed Brigadier General of 
Volunteers. From the command of a brigade, in the De- 
partment of the Cumberland, he soon passed to that of a 
division in the Army of the Ohio, and was engaged in the 
battle of Shiloh, April 7, 1862, and the advance upon and 
siege of Corinth, April 9 to May 30, 1862. He was com- 
mended by Gen. Sherman to Gen. Grant for the conduct of 
his “splendid division” as it drove back the enemy along the 
Corinth road, which was the great central line of battle. 
There Beauregard commanded in person, supported by 
Bragg’s, Johnston’s and Breckinridge’s divisions.”’ For gal- 
lant and meritorious services in the capture of Nashville, 
Tenn., he was brevetted Lieutenant Colonel; and Colonel 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battle of Shiloh, 
Tenn. In October, 1862, he came into command of the Ist 
Corps, Army of the Ohio, and was engaged in the battle 
of Perryville and the march to the relief of Nashville. For 
gallant and meritorious services in the battle of Perryville, 
he was brevetted Brigadier General. He became Major Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, July 17, 1862. For a time he commanded 
at Nashville; and, later, the right wing of the 14th Corps; 
and was engaged in several skirmishes on the march to 
Murfreesboro, December, 1862, and the battle of Stone 
River, Dec. 31, 1862. In January, 1863, he was transferred 
to the command of the 20th Corps, Army of the Cumber- 
land, and was engaged in the combat of Liberty Gap, June 
24 to 25, 1863; the advance to Tullahoma, June 25 to July 
14, 1863; the crossing of the Cumberland Mountains and 
Tennessee River, Aug. 15 to Sept. 4, 1863, and battle of 
Chickamauga, Sept. 19 to 20, 1863. While awaiting orders 
in 1864, he was engaged in Washington, District of Colum- 
bia, in defense of the Capital, July 11 to 12, 1864. In the 
early part of 1865 he was in command of the District of 
Kastern Arkansas. For gallant and meritorious services in 
the field during the war he was brevetted Major General. 

On the Sth of March, 1867, he was appointed Lieutenant 
Colonel of the 26th Infantry, and served from that time 
until 1874 in the Department of Texas. On the 15th of 
March, 1869, he was transferred to the 10th Infantry. In 
1875 he was appointed Aide-de-Camp to Gen. Sherman with 
the rank of Colonel, and served in that capacity until he 
was promoted to be Colonel of the 6th Infantry, Dec. 15, 
1880. After a lengthy tour of service in Utah, he was or- 
dered, in May, 1886, to the command of the Infantry and 
Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth. There he remained 
until he was appointed Brigadier General on the 10th of 
July, 1890, and assigned to the command of the Department 
of Arizona. Promoted to be Major General on the 9th of 
November, 1804, he continued in this command, now known 
us the Department of the Colorado, until the hour of his 
retirement, 

He is the last survivor but one of a gallant family which 
gave a father and every son to the military service, in de- 
fence of the country, and lost four—dead upon the battle- 
field.

The circumstances, how- 
ever, are such as to convince the reviewing authority that 
the absence was not involuntary, but, on the contrary, was, 
caused by the wrongful act of the accused, which act was 
of such a nature as to justify his arrest and detention by 
the civil authorities. The voluntary turning over of ‘he 
accused to the military authorities does not change the con- 
ditions in this case.”’

M. L. W. asks: Has the U. 8. Army adopted any bicycle 
tactics?

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AMERICAN ARMY AUTHORS AND ENGLAND. 


In the Journal of April 6, we referred briefly to a no- 
tice of Lieut. Sargent'’s study of Napoleon’s First Cam- 
paign, which appeared in the London “Times” of March 
©, We have since received the full text of the article, 
jad give it below. It is a deserved recognition of a 
very useful work. The “Times” says: 

“Lieut. Herbert Sargent, 2d Cav., U. S. A., is to be 
heartily congratulated on his book, “Napoleon Bona- 
arte’s First Campaign” (Chicago, McClurg & Co.). 
passage in the preface sems to indicate that he regards 
his work as merely a strategical study of interest to the 
military student only, but it is a great deal more than 
this, for no one, whether he be civilian or soldier, can, 
after perusal of this small yolume, fail to realize vividly 
the stupendous genius of Napoleon Bonaparte as mani- 
fested even in the earliest years of his service in the 
feld. In the campaign of Italy, in 1796--97, which 
jasted some thirteen months, a mere boy of_ six-and- 
twenty, starting from the extreme west end of Northern 
Italy, traversed that country with one small army, and, 
after defeating in this single campaign six Austrian 
armies, sent successively against him, compelled his 
enemy to sign a peace almost within sight of Vienna.

THE NEW FORAGE CAP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: . 

The new blouse and the new cap are a decided step in 
the right direction. That is to say, the tendencies of to- 
day are to do away with few jaw fineries which make 
a soldier look ridiculous in the eyes of the practical pub- 
lic, and to dress him in a simple and neat manner in a 
garb in which he can comfortably do the duties re- 
quired of him. It is not good criticism of any cap or 
blouse adopted to say that it is worn by conductors or 
others, for it is well known that no matter what dis- 
tinguishing features of dress are adopted, for the U. 8. 
Army, they will soon be copied by all manner of or- 
ganizations, anyway. The new cap is a common sense 
cap, and can be worn without discomfort or danger of 
falling off upon the least provocation. There is a feat- 
ure connected with its ornamentation which is worthy 
of consideration by the War Department. The U. 8 
Army and Navy are often called upon to perform haz- 
ardous and responsible duties, involving the exercise of 
much discretion and good sense. So many different or- 
gapizations are now dressed in exact imitation of the 
Army, that it is difficult to distinguish one from the 
other. The Army should not, in the eyes of the public, 
be blamed for indiscretions committed by persons not 
belonging to it, nor should any of these organizations 
be blamed for indiscretions or errors committed by of- 
ticers or soldiers of the Army. In cases of riot there 
should be no doubt as to who is who. I would, there- 
fore, suggest that there be a device either upon the 
collar of the coat or upon the cap which can seen 
and read by all. I would use the simple letters U. 8. 
Army. Best leave the cap ornament as it was, and 
place the above upon the coat collar. “TRENCK.”

A CAVALRY REGIMENT OF HAWKEYES. 


“It will not be very long before the first U. 8S. Cav- 
alry will be composed entirely of natives of Lowa,” said 
Samuel Pattison, an enthusiastic citizen soldier of 
“Hawkeyes,” “and none others are being enlisted to fill 
vacancies in the ranks.

It was determined to 
accept none but lowa applicants, and this intention was 
steadily observed. ‘Temporary recruiting offices were 
opened from time to time in smaller cities of the State, 
and the experiment was found to be highly successful. 
The Iowa boys made good soldiers and excellent horse- 
men.”

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The “Cape Times’ reports the amusement obtained in 
South Africa at the expense of a barbaric chieftain, 
Sigeau. At a review given in his honor, when invited 
to walk down the lines he flatly refused until a Euro- 
pean friend accompanied him, being under the impres- 
sion that some harm was intended. He hugely enjoyed 
the military manoeuvres, and candidly confessed that 
the companies of the Black Watch on parade could con- 
quer Pondoland. What struck the Chief most was an 
exhibition with the magazine rifle. Having explained 
the nature of the weapon, some officers proceeded to 
give a demonstration of its deadly precision. A number 
of young officers were placed at a distance of about 100 
yards, and arrangements made for firing at them witb 
the new rifle. This suited Sigcau admirably, and he 
gave uproarious demonstrations of his joy. The maga- 
zine of the rifle was filled with blank cartridges in busi- 
ness-like manner—then ping! ping! ping! and down 
dropped so many subalterns! Sigeau was blissfully of 
the opinion that the officers were being done to death 
for his amusement, and showed no concern whatever at 
such sacrifice. Presently he was invited to try the rifle 
himself, and down came another officer. A look of dis- 
gust overspread his massive features on seeing the offi- 
cer rise and walk away unhurt. 


A report of experiments ordered by the German War 
Oftice to determine the effect of weight on soldiers in 
full marching order, is given in the German “Army 
Medical Magazine” by the two officers who conducted 
them. The distance to be marched was fifteen miles 
und eighty-two yards. The weight in three categories 
was 48 pounds, 59 pounds and 65 pounds, and fractions. 
With the first weight it was found that a man at # 
moderate temperature could cover the distance with ease; 
in hot and close weather slight inconvenience was ex- 
perienced, which disappeared when the march was over, 
so that the men could begin next day as well as ever. 
The weight of 59 pounds did not harm in moderate 
weather, but proved fatiguing when it was hot, and 
effects were felt next day; and with the third weight of 
6% pounds the ill effects were naturally much more 
decided, 


The Germans are to have a naval celebration at Kiel 
which will outdo the glories of our Columbian parade. 
It is to signalize the opening of the great strategic and 
commercial canal between Kiel Bay and the estuary of 
the Elbe. Commercially the work will be of vast im- 
portance. Some 45,000 vessels traverse the Sound and 
the Belts every year, and it is estimated that about 14,- 
000 of these will elect to pass through the canal rather 
than navigate the dangerous narrow waters and double 
the Skaw. The depth of the canal is such that the heav- 
iest warships in the German fleet may pass through it, 
the transit occupying from 15 to 18 hours, and Kiel and 
Wilhelmshaven will be brought into direct communica- 
tion. The construction of that canal is an integral part 
of the naval policy of Germany, which she builds up as 
the Flottengriindungsplan is building up its fleet. 
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MODERN WAR SHIPS. 
In his Presidential address at the annual meeting of 
the Institution of Naval Architects, in London, April 
2, Lord Brassey referred to the war between China and 
Japan as conclusively establishing the value of armor. 
No guns, except those carried to repel the attack of 
torpedo boats, should be mounted without adequate pro- 
tection. Better fewer guns with protection than more 
guns without it. This involves more ships, or ships of 
larger tonnage, preferably more ships. Quick firing guns 
are a necessity. The speed of ships should be increased 
so that no Admiral may be embarrassed by a laggard. 
All fleets should have torpedo catchers, and in quiet 
waters torpedo boats. The newest German and Italian 
ships are under 10,000 tons. The types laid down for 
Italy mark a conspicuous contrast to the ships of the 
extreme dimensions formerly in favor, which were the 
first specimens of their class in any Navy. British ves- 
sels now building exceed by over 4,000 tons the average 
tonnage of the ships building for foreign countries. 
What, he asked, are the advantages obtained from the 
larger tonnage of our ships’ In armament we find no 
marked superiority. In protection England has the ad- 
ventage. Upper works should be armored to keep out 
shells from quick-firing Thick transverse ar- 
mored bulkheads to protect hulls and 
machinery from a raking fire. In this respect British 
ships generally show a superiority. Their larger di- 
mensions give advantages in coal supply and storage of 
ammunition, of the highest importance to a fleet at sea 
a distance. Lord Brassey also called attention to a 
point the Army and Navy Journal has often dwelt upon.

The fewer the ships the fewer the opportunities for 
dashing and enterprising officers, whose qualities for 


command must remain undiscovered until brought to 
the test of actual warfare. England must build ves- 
sels not excluded by their draught of water from many 
of the busiest harbors of the world, able to approach 
all coasts likely to be the scenes of naval operations, 
and capable of passing through the Suez Canal. This 
consideration has become more important in view of 
the recent creation of a powerful navy under the flag of 
Japan. Sir William White detailed experiences with 
bilge keels to show how greatly they diminished rolling. 
The “Resolution” without them reached an inclination of 
243 degrees; the “Repulse” with bilge keels rolled but 11 
degrees. Bilge keels have also sensibly decreased the 
tactical diameter of ships and improved their steering. 
Vice Adm]. Colomb presented interesting facts to show 
that all the elements of force in a warship decrease 
roportionately to the displacement, instead of the con- 
trary, as has been supposed. Referring to the Japanese 
‘ar, the Admiral reasoned that superior speed was a 
trolling element in the Japanese victories. Their 
ighest advantage rested upon their lowest speed, so 
is to hold the superior tactical position they had gained. 
Adml. Colomb thinks this kind of situation is a main 
eature in naval battles under steam, and he judges 
lat often the lowest speed will win. The discussion 
hich followed was not favorable to this view. The 
‘Army and Navy Gazette” calls attention to the fact 
hat the battleship as we have it to-day is the outcome 
{ experiment pure and simple. It most certainly is 
lot the outcome of war experience, as in its creation 
he factor of war has only ruled to an infinitesimal ex- 
ent. 


THE CHINESE SURRENDER. 
Immediately after the fight in Yalu Bay the Journal 
hinted out the probability that in the settlement of 
ace when it came Japan would require the cession of 
‘ormosa, and if the terms of peace which have been an- 
muneed are correctly given that acquisition is the most 
uportant fruit of her victories. The independence of 
orea was from the first a necessary consequence of 
hina’s defeats, but the absolute cession of any terri- 
ty on the mainland, like that East of the Liao River, 
a step so fraught with possibilities of trouble in the 
iture that it is difficult to believe in its ultimate benefit 
) Japan, even should Russia consent. Newchwang is an 
Mportant port, and its export of provisions to other 
hinese ports has been larger, but it is not large enough 
) justify the establishment of an Oriental Alsace-Lor- 
ine to vex the Chinese and stimulate their government 
such advances in offensive power as will eventually 





enable them to make serious reprisals. It would in- 
clude Port Arthur and uncover the road to Vekin as 
jong as the Japanese can hold it, but it is only in a 
inilitary sense that this cession would be a strong ac- 
quisition. 

To the Chinese such a loss of territory in this par- 
ticular locality would have serious consequences if the 
ecded lands reach to the Russian frontier, for it would 
not only cut them off from Manchuria, the birth place 
of the present dynasty, but alter in a profound manner 
the relations of China and Russia. The only activity 
China has shown in railroad building has been in this 
quarter, and has been direeted toward counteracting 
the possible effects of the Trans-Siberian railway. If 
the Province of Kirin has been lost as well as that of 
Liaotung, the Chinese will have no Russian frontier in 
that direction, and perhaps the Russian government 
would not be unwilling to see this change take place. 
It is more probable, however, that the Japanese will not 
get Kirin, but contine their occupation to the sea-coast 
province of Liaotung if they make any permanent occu- 
pation of the mainland. 

One result of Corea’s independence under Japan's 
paternal guidance has never been noticed. It is the 
possibility of Corea’s entrance among the important 
gold producing countries of the world. In spite of the 
industrial oppression which has existed under Corea’s 
wretched misgoverument, that country has produced 
more than a million «a year in this metal, and as the 
Jupanese, among their other remarkable assimilations 
of civilized knowledge, have made themselves very skill- 
ful miners it is possible that under their management 
Corea’s gold production may within ten or twenty years 
add ten millions to the world’s yearly bullion product. 
Besides this the resources of the Liaotung peninsula 
in coal may give the acquisition of that country peculiar 
importance in view of the limited coal resources of 
Japan. 

Thus ends the first phase in the transformation of a 
nation from literal insular barbarism to effective 
civilization. Nothing like it has been known before. 
Rapid and wonderful improvement in nations has 
followed ‘their conquest before this, but never 
before has a nation of its own accord = turned 
from a condition which has been its history 
and pride for centuries to imitate and assimilate the 
knowledge and discipline of other nations, in which it 
discerned greater power, and accomplished the change 
so effectively within forty years. The trained readers of 
the Journal will not be slow to recognize the fact that 
this great transformation has come to that notion of 
the East which has always been excessively combative 
and warlike, and was so not only in the distant past, 
but at a time when Perry’s visit opened a new world to 
them. We do not wonder that other nations witness 
Japans new powers with some uneasiness. We are all 
likely to suffer somewhat from cockiness on her part, 
but we can afford to take it with good nature, and per- 
suade her to moderation. The situation in the Sandwich 
Islands is one that may possibly throw the first burden 
of this task upon our own country. 


Some statements lately made by the Medical Director 
General of the Japanese Military Forces relating to the 
physical conditions of the soldiers on each side are in- 
structive. Comparing seventy Chinese soldiers 
captured and maintained in good health with an average 
of 14,000 Japanese troops, Dr. Ishiguro finds that the 
Chinese are deficient in everything except height and 
circumference of the chest. Even in height the average 
excess of the Chinaman is only made out at seven-tenths 
of an inch. chest measurement is one 
and four-fifths of an inch. In weight and hand power 
the Japanese have the advantage. The most enlightened 
care, the “British Medical Journal,” has been 
taken by the Japanese to secure the well-being of their 
seldiers. The death rate among the wounded under 
the treatment of the surgeons is given as 4 per cent., 
that among the sick as only 2.9 per cent. The Japanese 
Army, however, suffered a good deal from dysentery, 
typhus, and other epidemic diseases in Corea, and_ cli- 
matic conditions have also been responsible for a con- 
siderable amount of sickness. ‘The total number of 
military medical attendants with the Army is 1,350; of 
these, 380 are surgeons and pharmacists, the rest being 
male nurses. The Red Cross Society had 138 surgeons 
and nurses with the Army, besides a much larger num- 
ber who looked after the sick and wounded in the vari- 
ous barrack hospitals in Japan. As showing the prog- 
ress made in medicine and surgery in Japan the chief 
surgeon of the Army points out that while in the 
Satsuma Civil War the mortality among the wounded 
was 170.5 per 1,000, in the present campaign it has been 
a thousand. 
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The Madagascar “News” in its issue of Feb. 23, is 
ablaze with patriotic devotion to the cause of Madagas- 
car, whose independence is threatened by the French.

erland. The “News” tells us that “no Queen of Chiv- 
alry could have looked more queenly nor more worthy of 
knightly devotion thaa did Ranavalomanjaka IL]. when 
she rose and with her right hand resting upon the royal 
sceptre thanked in duleet tones the champions of her 
throne. Her mien was regal, her features sternly ret, 
but in the expression of her eyes, in the modulation of 
her voice, there was womanly kindliness. From her 
shoulders a magnificent train of crimson velvet elabo- 
rately embroidered in gold was pendant in flowing folds 
over a dress of white silk richly gold embossed, whose 
skirt was a sumptuous embroidered velvet in harmony 
with the train. These queenly robes had their grandeur 
enhanced by a diamond necklace and pendant of spar- 
kling lustre and purest water resting upon them, as the 
jewels encircled the graceful neck of Her Majesty; by a 
pair of superb bracelets, richly wrought in native gold, 
were upon her elegantly slender 
wrists, and by the splendid gold crown which shone re- 
splendent upon her stately-poised head.” 


Gen. Du Barail, who was Minister of War under 
Marshal MacMahon’'s Presidency, in a powerful article 
ov the French Army, combats the pernicious idea that 
the Power which is able to bring the largest numbers 
into the field is sure to be victorious. He is firmly con- 
vinced that in the next war the quality of the soldiers, 
far more than their numbers, will have to be taken into 
account. Twenty-five years after the Franco-German 
War, the French Army of 1895 is far inferior to that 
of 1870 in every respect, save that of bare numbers. 
Moral and physical weakness is contagious, and spreads 
among the troops with alarming facility. Ail the weedy 
residue of the population is drafted helter-skelter into 
the infantry, and the consequence is that the ranks are 
filled with puny, sickly starvelings. Gen. du Barail 
further points out that no General has yet existed who 
could handle such masses as are now contemplated. In 
1813 the Emperor asked Marshal St. Cyr, “Where is 
there a man capable of handling 200,000 on the field of 
battle? I, perhaps, might be able to do it, but I am by 
nv means sure.”” And Gen. Du Barail adds: “I quite 
share the opinion of Von der Goltz, and I firmly be- 
lieve that some day a great Captain will arise who, at 
the head of a well-selected army of professional sol- 
diers, will very easily dispose of these vast multitudes, 
that cannot possibly be pervaded by the true military 
spirit, and will only be conscious of what it is really 
worth after going through the crucial test of a battle. 
Two years in barracks are enough to teach a recruit his 
drill, especially if he belong to the infantry. But much 
longer time is required to create that true military 
spirit, that love of the profession, that esprit de corps, 
that constitute the real strength of an army.” 


Comdr. Bainbridge-Hoff is the author of a very in- 
structive and suggestive work on elementary naval 
tectics, which has just been published. Like other 
books, which he has written, it is a clear exposition of 
the subject of which it treats. It is dedicated to his 
son, “an officer in the United States Navy, serving in 
the fourth generation.” In beginning the discussion of 
the subject the treatise defines naval tactics and de 
scribes the general scope of the subject. Keeping in 
view the logical position that the art of naval warfare 
comprises all that part of the design of a warship which 
has to do with the choice, the placing, and the method 
of employing the weapons with which she is to be de- 
signed, and their protection, Comdr. Hoff takes up the 
question of manceuvring at sea, and, being thoroughly 
at home in this subject, he discusses it in a most in- 
telligent manner. He goes thoroughly into the duties 
of commanding officers, and there would undoubtedly be 
a great improvement in the efficiency of the Navy if his 
advice in this connection were adopted. He speaks of 
the use of the various weapons in action; the conditions 
under which ships and fleets may be expected to en- 
gage; shows how to avoid collision or to prevent being 
rammed by an enemy, and how to get one’s own ram 
into a position for ramming; explMins the use of tor- 
pedoes, the organization and command of a fleet, and 
the formation of a line of battle and reserve; the vari- 
ous formations and movements for concentration and 
attack, and all the other matters relating to the manceu- 
vring and fighting of a fleet and of individual ships. 


As has been announced in the Journal, four companies 
of the 7th Cavalry stationed at Fort Riley will transfer 
with four companies of the Ist Cavalry at Fort Grant, 
Ariz. ‘The official orders for this movement were issued 
on Saturday last, and directs Col. A. K. Arnold, Maj. 
Charles D. Viele and four troops of the Ist Cavalry to 
be selected by the commander, to go from Fort Grant, 
Ariz., to Fort Riley; Col. FE. V. Sumner, Maj. T. A. 
Baldwin and the four troops, being all of the 7th, now 
stationed at Fort Riley, to go to Fort Grant, and Lieut. 
Col. Louis H. Carpenter, of the 7th Cav., to remain at 
Fort Riley as instructor of the Cavalry School. This 
will be the only movement of troops made by the De- 
partment during the spring. Lack of money is the cause 
for this decision.

The Japanese National Army Regulations have been 
issued by an Imperial Ordnance in the “Official Ga- 
zette.” The Kokumin gun (the National Army) is to 
consist of the Kokumin hei (the National soldiers), or 
those who have never been in service but are required 
to serve in case of extreme emergency—all men in Ja- 
pan between 17 and 40 years of age being Kokumin hei 
—-and to be utilized for the defence of military posts 
and frontiers.

“While I was stationed in a garrison town in Northern 
India,” says a correspondent of the “Aldershot News,” 
“my company were going through musketry training. 
We had commenced firing, when, owing to a strong wind 
blowing from the right, our shots kept falling to the left 
of the target. An old Major, who was in charge at the 
ranges, came over to our Color Sergeant and inquired 
the cause of the bad shooting. On getting the answer 
that there was too much wind blowing from the right, 
causing the shots to fall wide, he astonished the Ser- 
geant by asking him if it would not be better if the tar- 
gets were moved more to the left.” 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has an interesting 
question to settle, one that will form a precedent in its 
way. Mr. Brennan, a retired enlisted man, who is now 
performing clerical work in Army Headquarters, is the 
only soldier in the service who upon retirement had a 
certificate of merit. This, as is known, entitles its hold- 
er to $2 per month more pay. The question raised is 
whether Mr. Brennan is entitled to the entire $2 in view 
of his retirement, or if he is entitled to three-quarters 
of that amount, he having been retired on three-quarters 
pay. This matter was brought to the attention of Lieut. 
Gen Schoticld, who referred it to the Pay Department. 
The authorities finally decided to refer it to the Comp- 
troller, and it is now in his office awaiting consideration. 


The English have at last succeeded in relieving their 
garrison at Chitral, besieged by the insurgent tribesmen 
under Umbra Kahn. Lieuts. Fowler and Edwardes, 
with a smal] party of troops, were attacked by the tribes- 
men while marching from Mastuj to Chitral, and after 
seven days of desultory fighting were captured by treach- 
ery. Subsequently an attempt was made to send troops 
across the Shandus pass, but great difliculties were en- 
countered from the blinding snowstorms in the passes of 
the Hindu Kush, 12,000 feet high. Col. Kelly, who was 
in command of the troops, finally succeeded on April 7 
in reaching Laspur, on the Chitral side of the pass and 
about 60 miles northeast from Chitral Fort. He did not, 
however, succeed in reaching the fort, and the garrison 
was succored by a party of loyal tribesmen. 


The late Adml. Lord Clarence Paget, when he was 
commanding a ship in the Baltic Fleet during the Cri- 
mean war as Charles Napier, had just received tele- 
graphic despatches from Lord Clarendon, Ambassador in 
Paris at the time, informing him of the great victory of 
the Allies at the Alma, and these were being signalled to 
the fleet. Every telescope was fixed on the flagship as 
the news was repeated. At the conclusion, while every 
eye was being strained at the bunting when it was run 
aloft in the eager expectation of further details of the 
battle, as the flags broke, the following message, much 
to the amusement of the whole squadron, was read:

TESTS OF ARMOR PLATES. 


The Bethlehem Iron Company is rapidly completing 
its armor plate contracts. The last group of armor 
which it will have to furnish for ee battleship Massa- 
chusetts passed its ballistic test on $ Saturday, April 20, 
very satisfactorily. This group weighs 613 i.” tons, and 
comprises twenty of the Massachusetts’ eighteen- _ 
side armor plates. The ballistic plate was 16 feet 2 
inches long, 7 feet 4 inches wide, tapering from a thick: 
ness of 1S inches, which exte nded for 44 inches from 
the top edge downwards, to 8 inches at the bottom, and 
weighed 34 tons. Its backing was 36 inches of oak, and 
it was secured by 26 armor bolts, each 3.2 inches thick. 
As a ballistic plate representing the second half of the 
battleship Oregon's 18-inch side armor is now ready for 
test, Capt. Sampson decided to test both plates under 
as nearly the same conditions. For this reason four 
shells, which have been stored at the New York Navy 
Yard for’ the Puritan’s allowance, were sent to the 
Proving Ground. These shells were of the Holtzer 
make, and bear a high reputation for their quality and 
behavior, although in penetration certain American shell 
have from time to time shown superiority. Two of these 
shell were intended for the Bethlehem’s Massachusetts’ 
plate, and two are for the Carnegie, or Oregon’ s. 

First shot—Velocity, 1,465 f. s.; energy, 12,662 f. tons: 
charge, 294.8 pounds brown powder: shell, 12-inch 
Holtzer; weight, 850 pounds. 

The shell appeared not only very hard, but immensely 
strong, for it penetrated 11.5 inches without upsetting 
or bulging perceptibly, although it then broke up into a 
number of Jongitudinal fragments, the major portion of 
which fell to the rear. Contrary to the usual custom, 
the part of the shell remaining in the plate did not seem 
to weld fast, and the prophecy that the second shot 
would shake it out proved correct. 

The plate, barring the immediate vicinity of the im- 
pact, was intact. The entire structure was moved back 
slightly, but no bolts were broken. A slight angular 
bulge about 5 of an inch high and 3 inches wide sur- 
rounded the impact, and in this a number of short, fine 
radial cracks were evenly spaced. There was a slight 
flaking on one side. 


The second shot was delivered 42 inches to the right 
of the first, 38 inches below the top of the plate, and 
but 6 inches above the beginning of the tapered part. 

Second shot-—Velocity, 1,926 f. s; energy, 21, 4 
tons; charge, 443.4 pounds brown powder; shell, 12-inch 
Holtzer; weight, 850 pounds. 

The shell penetrated probably 2 inches further than 
the first one, but was completely shattered, cracks ex- 
tending through the part held in ‘the plate, while smaller 
fragments littered the ground in front; the cracks in the 
head of the shell gave it the appearance of having 
spread, but this was not the case. The plate was 
wedged apart, a crack from 1 inch to 1.5 inch wide ex- 
tending from the top to the bottom through the impact, 
the other features of which resembled those of the first. 

The general impression is that the Holtzer shell are 
very severe on the plate, although the gun would, in 
action, seldom, if ever, have all the advantages of nor- 
mal impact, close range and precision of aim that prov- 
ing ground practice give it It was generally remarked 
that thus far the 18-inch plates seemed to behave iden- 
tically under the second, or high velocity, shot, no mat- 
ter what its make. 

There is but one more group for which Bethlehem has 
contracted, that of the Iowa’s 12-inch turrets, but the 
orders to proceed with these have not yet been given, 
us certain changes in the design are contemplated. 

Another armor plate manufactured by the Carnegie 
Company, by the new process, has been received at the 
Indian Head Proving Ground for trial. The plate was 
originally 8 inches in thickness, was placed in the ce- 
mentation furnace and subjected to a high temperature 
until carburized, and was then forged down to 6 inches, 
the process being identical with that followed in the 
case of the 14-inch plate, which, when tested, gave such 
remarkably good ballistic results. The idea of the com- 
pany in manufacturing the plate was to find out 
whether the new process benefited thin armor as it had 
done heavy plate. The Carnegie thin plates are now 
pronounced by ordnance experts very superior, and bal- 
listically they have made an excellent showing. It is 
the intention of the ordnance officials to test the plate 
whenever the Carnegie Company desires. It will be 
fired at first with a G-inch gun, and if it stands the 
strain of 100 pounds of steel striking it with a velocity 
of 2,000 feet per second, a gun of 8 inches calibre may 
be used. It is expected by the ordnance experts that 
the plate will make an excellent showing. 

Now that Prof. Alger, of the Ordnance Bureau, has 
returned from Washington te Newport, a board to in- 
vestigate the method of fitting armor plate to the sides 
of vessels will soon convene at the Washington Navy 
Yard. This board is composed of Naval Constructor 
Stahl, as Chairman, and Naval Constructor Capps and 
Prof. Alger as members. The methods now pursued in 
fitting armor plate are the results of an investigation 
made by a board of which the Chief Naval Constructor 
was president, and which convened early in 1891. The 
investigation was made into the foreign methods of do- 
ing this work, and the report submitted by the board 
recommended the adoption of a system which it obtained 
from its investigation. Since that time, however, a great 
deal of armor has been fitted to the ~~ ‘s of ships in this 
country, and the belief prevails at the Navy Department 
that this experience will result in an improvement in 
the present method. 


BRITISH NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The following appears in the statement by the Virst 
Lord of the Admiralty, explanatory of the Navy Bsti- 
mates, 1895-06: “The Navy Estimates for 1895-06 
amount to a net total of £18,701,000, or £1,334,900 more 
than the sum voted for 1804-05, and £4,460,000 more 
than the sum voted for 1893-04. 

“The numbers proposed for this year in Vote A are 
88,850, an increase of 5.450 over last year. It is pro- 
posed to add 174 chief and engine room artificers to the 
present numbers, raising the total for the year to 2,134, 
und also to increase the number of stokers by 1,750, 
bringing the total number of this rating to 15,232. There 
will be a net increase among the seaman class men of 
1,500, including about 500 expected to be obtained from 
the Northampton. The boys (service and under training) 
will be increased by 1,100. 

“Five second-class cruisers and four torpedo gunboats 
will have been completed by the end of the present fi- 
nancial year, thus terminating the programme of the Na- 
val Defense act of 1889. The construction of the Ma- 
jestic and Magnificent has been advanced more rapidly 
than that of any preceding battleships. Each of these 
vessels was floated out of dock within twelve months of 
the date of laying the keel. At the time they left the 
dock nearly the whole of the hull armor was in place, 
and the work of fitting had been taken in hand. The 
Renown, building at Vembroke, will be launched early 
in 1805-06 Before this vessel is launched she will be 
practic ally. complete as regards the hull structure and 
armor protection, while the work of internal fitting wil 
also be in a forward state. Of the seven first-class bat- 
tleships included in the new programme commenced in 
1814-95, the Prince George, at Portsmouth, and the Vie- 
torious, at Chatham, it is anticipated, will be launched 
during next summer. The Illustrious, at Chatham, and 
the Cwsar, at Portsmouth, were only intended to be in 
a very early stage of construction at the close of the fi- 
nancial year 1894-95. A considerable amount of pre- 
paratory work has been done for them, and good prog- 
ress is contemplated in the coming financial year. The 
Hannibal, building at Pembroke, has been advanced to 
the extent contemplated in the Estimates. The Mars 
building by Messrs. Laird, at Birkenhead, has also 
been pushed forward very rapidly by the contractors. 

“The first-class cruisers Powerful and Terrible, build- 
ing by coutract at Barrow and on the Clyde, it is anti- 
cipated, will be launched during next summer. The 
building of the three second-class cruisers of the Talbot 
class in the dockyards has progressed satisfactorily dur- 
ing the year, and it is proposed to complete them early 
in the financial year 1806-97. Six other vessels of the 
class included in the new programme are building by 
contract, four of them on the Clyde and two at Barrow. 
Four sloops are in course of construction in the dock- 
yards, and it is proposed to complete them in the autumn 
of this year. 

“In my statement of last year it was explained that 42 
vessels of this class had been ordered by contract, and 
that it had been made a condition in these contracts 
that the vessels should be completed in the financial year 
1894-95. The leading firms of shipbuilders and engineers 
who undertook the construction of these vessels, have, 
owing to various circumstances, been unable to fulfill 
this condition. It is now anticipated that at the close of 
the year 1894-95 one-third of the total number of ves- 
sels will have completed their trials and either have been 
delivered or be practically ready for service. 

“In the coming financial year it is proposed to com- 
mence four first-class cruisers, four second-class cruis- 
ers, two third-class cruisers, and twenty torpedo boat 
destroyers. ‘Three of the first-class cruisers and all the 
torpedo boat destroyers are to be built by contract. The 


remainder of the vessels will be laid down in the dock- 
ards.

WAVE MOTION IN WATER. 


Lord Rayleigh in a lecture at the Royal Lustitution, 
London, on “Waves,” stated that considerations of 
wave motion in water are of importance in considering 
how a ship shall be balanced to prevent her “rolling.” 
The old sailing ships were made “stiff”? on the water 
rather than “steady,” in order that they could carry a 
large spread of canvas without heeling over. A neces- 
sary result of “stiffness” is that the hull keeps at right 
angles with the plane of the water, which means that it 
follows the motion of every wave and rocks. But 
“steadiness” is required with modern ironclads, and 
other considerations than rapid “righting” power in 
still water (that is, “stiffness” ) have to prevail. To keep 
an iron ship “steady” in spite of the rolling of the waves, 
her center of gravity must be so situated that her nat- 
ural rate of swing in water, considering her as a pendu- 
lum merely, must greatly exceed the swing of any wave 
she is likely to meet. For if her natural period of swing 
is the same as the waves passing under her, every suc- 
cessive wave tends to aggravate her rolling. just as the 
swing of a pendulum is increased to its utmost by push- 
ing it in the direction of its motion regularly at every 
swing. Lord Rayleigh showed this by taking a model 
hull, counting its natural swing on still water, and then 
putting it on the surface of water agitated by waves 
of exactly the same period of swing. The topmast of 
the little craft was speedily dipping in the water at 
every roll. But by fastening a bit of lead near the top 
of the mast, whereby her “stiffness” in the water would 
be diminished, it was shown that she could now ride 
practically unaffected by the roll of the waves. To- 
gether with “bilge keels,”’ this is the method now em- 
ployed to insure steadiness at sea, although Lord Ray- 
Jeigh pointed out that much depends upon the speed of

ENGLAND'S TORPEDO BUATS. 


A correspondent of the Boston “Herald,” writing 
from Gourock, Scotland, on March 2, in relation to ad- 
ditions to the fleet of Great Britain, says: “In no de 
partment have greater strides been made than in the 
strengthening and perfecting of their torpedo fleet. The 
most recent line in this special way was the ordering of 
nine torpedo destroyers from representative builders ia 
Iengland and Scotland. ‘Three of these boats were 
placed with Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead; three with 
Messrs. lL. & G. Thomson, Clydebank, Glasgow, and 
three with the Fairfield Shipbuilding Company, Spring- 
field, Glasgow. The English firm had its boats in order 
for trial some little time ago, and within the last fort 
night two of them were brought from the Mersey to 
the Clyde to undergo speed trials. The torpedo destroyer 
Contest, the latest of the Messrs. Laird’s productions, 
which has run her trials and exceeeded her guaranteed 
speed, is a rakish looking craft, and is the latest de- 
velopment of warship architecture. The guaranteed 
speed of these craft is 27 knots, and over a specified time 
the Contest did about 28 knots, or nearly 38 miles per 
hour, while 32 miles can easily be got out of these craft. 
These boats are intended to carry besides torpedoes 4 
couple of guns, a well-directed shot from which is calew 
lated to stop the career of any ordinary torpedo boat. 
The Contest is about 210 feet in length, 19 feet 6 inches 
in breadth, and her engines are 4,500 horse-power 
Messrs. I. & G. Thomson's trio are already well for 
ward, the leaders of which are the Rocket and _ the 
Shark. The Glasgow boats look smaller than the Ex 
vglish boats, and have only three funnels without any 
affectation of spar plan. They are more thievish-like ig 
KInglish boats. They are about 300 tons gross and theif 
appearance, and steam up to the same average as thé 
engines indicate 4,000 horse-power.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


According to recently furnished statistics, the light- 
houses of the world number more than 7,000. 

The Spaniards explain that they fired only blank car- 
tridges at the British steamer Ethelred, off Cuba, to as- 
certain her nationality. 

Secretary Herbert has called for bids for extensive 
improvements, to cost in the neighborhood of $50,000, at 
the New York Navy Yard. 

The Italian submarine boat, with which the experi- 
ments were conducted last year, has been completed and 
named Delfino. Her ascertained speed while submerged 
is about 10 knots per hour. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government have recently en- 
tered into a contract with Messrs. Yarrow & Co., of 
Poplar, to construct a first-class torpedo boat, 148 feet 
long by 14 feet 9 inches beam. 

The Italian submarine boat with which the experi- 
ments were conducted last year has now been completed 
and named Delfino. Her ascertained speed while sub- 
merged is about 10 knots per hour. 


There are eight Belleville boilers in H. M. S. Sharp- 
shooter. The boilers for the Powerful and Terrible and 
for the new first and second-class cruisers to be laid 
down this year are the same in make and design as the 
Sharpshooter’s. 


According to the “Figaro,” the trials of the new 
French cruiser Chasseloup-Laubat at Cerbourg, where 
she was laid down in 1893, were not very satisfactory, 
both the stability of the vessel and her speed leaving 
much to be desired.

Campania and Lucania have been 
subsidized steamers, their owners 
sgreeing to hold the vessels at the disposal of the Ad- 
miralty. In the event of war they will _ equipped with 
5-inch breech loading guns and Nordenfeldt machine 
guns, 


A formal announcement of the loss of the Spanish 
cruiser Reina Regente has been made in the “Gaceta.” 
Irom a message, dated March 10, ¥ P. M., “No hope 
of being saved,” conveyed in a bottle picked up at sea, 
it would appear that the unfortunate vessel went down 
12 miles from Bajo d’Aceitunos. 

As the result of an inquiry instituted by the Minister 
of Marine, it has been decided radically to reorganize 
the entire torpedo forces of the Italiah Navy. Most of 
the existing torpedo-boats are comparatively slow, and 
new ones of an improved type, and capable of a speed 
of 30 knots an hour, are to be constructed. 


The Spanish Government proposed to purchase the 
cruiser built at Kiel for China, but not delivered, be- 
cause the Chinese Government failed to pay for it. It 
was to have been sent to Cuba, but the bargain fell 
through because the price asked was much in excess of 
that paid for a similar vessel built in Spain. 


A new disinfectant for naval use, known as “Creolina 
Nava,” is to be experimented with in the Italian fleet 
and the establishments ashore. First-class warships 
will receive 120 kilos of the compound, and other vessels 
in proportion, and in June their commanders will report 
to the Minister upon the value of the disinfectant. 


Biserta, the new French military port in the Medi- 
terranean, promises to be a thorn in the side of Eng- 
land; $50,000,000 have been spent on it. It is described 
in an article lately published in the Mittheilungen aus 
dem Gebiete des Seewesens, and translated in the Jour- 
nal of the Royal United Service Institution by Capt. 
Garbett, R. N. 


May 9 has been fixed for the launching at Pola of the 
new Austro-Hungarian man-of-war, the Monarch. The 
engines of this vessel are of 6,000 horse-power, or 8,500 
with forced draught. She has a displacement of 5,500 
tons, and carries four Krupp 24-cm. guns, mounted in 
two fixed turrets, together with six 15-cm. quick-firing 
guns and a nmber of smaller pieces of ordnance. 


An officer writing from the U. 8. 8S. Cincinnati says: 
“The range indicator circuit is in good condition, and 
has given no trouble whatever. This is doubtless due to 
its simplicity and to the careful way in which it was 
installed. Regarding the stadimeter, we have used it 
continually in keeping our position in squadron, for lay- 
ing out targets, etc., and for navigation purposes.” 


On her official speed trial H. M. torpedo boat-destroyer 
Bruiser, the last of five ordered to be built and engined 
by Messrs. Thornycroft & Co. of Cheswick made six 
runs on the measured mile, with a mean speed of 
28.144 knots. The contract conditions being a three- 
hours run at a speed of 27 knots, the mean speed at- 
tained for the three hours being 27.97 knots, or prac- 
tically 28 knots. 

P. A. Eng. William L. Bailie, on duty in the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, Navy Department, returned to 
Washington on Tuesday last from Elizabethport, N. J., 
where as a member of a board composed of Chief En- 
gineers Wharton and Ayres and himself a test of an 
experimental tubular Babcock & Wilcox boiler. The 
boiler was extremely satisfactory. The Board is now 
engaged in formulating its report. 

The entente between England and Russia has led to 
elaborate preparations for an interchange of naval dem- 
onstrations. A Russian squadron will pay an official 
visit to Portsmouth in the fall, and a British squadron 
will visit Cronstadt, or the Black Sea. The movements 
of the British fleet will be governed by the movements 
of the Czar, which are as yet unsettled. It is thought 
likely, however, that the ships will go to Cronstadt. 


In Holland, the Minister of the Dutch Navy has iust 
given the order to the Steam Navigution Company, at 
Flushing, for the construction of two men-of-war, with 
ironclad deck, of the cruiser type, to be delivered within 
two and a half years, at a cost of two million and fifty 
thousand guilders each. A third ship of the same type 
is to be constructed at the State Wharf, in Amsterdam. 
Three ironclads have already been, or will shortly be, 
delivered by the above mentioned establishments, so 
that in the course of three years the Dutch Navy will be 
augmented by six large vessels, three for coast defence 
and three for general service and in the East Indian 
Archipelago. hey are all 3,400 to 4,600 tons, and are 
framed upon the English Latona and Astrea type. Each 
ship will have a crew of 300 men, and b armed with 
twenty guns of different kinds, from 3.7 to 15 centi- 
meters, and four torpedo-launching engines. 


The French Minister of Public Works has proposed 
that the works for cutting a canal from Marseilles to 
the Rhone shall be declared of public utility. The canal, 
54 kiloms. = 33 miles long, would start from the Ma- 
drague Dock at the north of Marseilles and terminate 
in the Rhone at Bras-Mort, about six miles above Saint 
Louis. The canal would put Marseilles within 300 
kiloms., or 242 miles, of Lyons by water, and reduce the 
cost of carriage by one-half. 

Secretary Herbert has approved designs for the tur- 
rets for the 8-inch breech loading rifles of the battleship 
lowa. ‘They will be circular in shape and vertical. In- 
stead of 5-inch armor, as was originally contemplated, 
the port plates of the turrets will ie 8 inches in thick- 
ness, and the side and rear plates will be 7 inches thick. 
The Bureau of Construction and Repair has submitted 
to the Secretary, through the Ordnance Bureau, designs 
for the turrets of the 12-inch guns for the lowa. These 
turrets will be ellipitical in shape instead of circular, and 
will be vertical. he armor will be 15 inches in thick- 
ness. 

The “Dix Neuviéme Siécle” has received information 
from Toulon that the men-of-war which left there recent- 
ly to relieve the vessels now doing service on the Pacific 
Station, received orders to make a naval demonstration 
off the islands of Raiatea and Huatine, and if necessary 
for the restoration of order there, to bombard the native 
settlements. From mail advices it appears that trouble 
broke out in these two places some time ago, and the 
French Governor of Oceana sent two dispatch boats to 
the scene of the disturbance, together with a detachment 
of infantry and marines drafted from the Tahiti gar- 
rison. 

A late copy of the “Japan Mail” gives an amusing ac- 
count of the sensation produced at Chin-Chow when the 
United States cruiser Yorktown, Capt. Folger command- 
ing, went there recently to carry away the ladies and 
children of the American mission at Wei-Hien. Due 
notice of the gunboat’s visit had been given, together 
with an explanation that her purpose was entirely 
peaceful. The Chinese garrisoning the forts at Ching- 
Tao became so nervous at the presence of a foreign 
gunboat in the harbor that the entire force abandoned 
the forts and sought safety in the country until the 
vessel departed. 

Orders were issued to the North Atlantic Squadron on 
Saturday last to sail directly for Key West, with the ex- 
ception of the Minneapolis, which has arrived at King- 
ston, Jamaica, in accordance with orders. It is probable 
that either the Raleigh or Atlanta will return to the Co- 
lombian Coast, with the chances in favor of the former. 
Upon the arrival of the ftieet at Key West, the New 
York and Columbia separated from it, and are now on 
their way here to be put in shape for the Kiel celebra- 
tion. The Minneapolis will probably go to Norfolk to 
be fitted up as a flagship. The Cincinnati will probably 
be Rear Adml. Meade’s flagship for the present. 


The Board of Bureau Chiefs is holding daily sessions 
now considering the plans for the six composite gun- 
boats authorized by the last Congress. The battery bas 
been decided upon. The main battery is to comprise six 
4-inch guns, and the secondary battery will consist of 
four 6 pounders, two 1 pounders, 1 Gatling and 1 How- 
itzer. There is still discussion over the question of 
power. Some of the members of the board are in favor 
of the elimination of said power from the plans which 
are under consideration, and which the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair submitted, while others are equally 
as strongly in favor of its retention. The boats will be 
of 975 tons displacement, and will have a draught of 12 
feet. It has been decided that they will be fitted with 
twin screws, whether sail power is retained or not. 


It has been decided by the Naval authorities to give 
the torpedo boats authorized by the last Congress a 
maximum horse power of 3,500 in order to obtain the 
speed of 27 knots required under Secretary Herbert's 
decision. This will necessitate the placing of three boil- 
ers in the boats aud an increase in the size of their en- 
gines. They will have twin screws. In other respects 
the plans will be similar to those for the torpedo boats, 
the contract for which has just been placed with the 
Columbian Iron Works, only the plans will, of course, 
be somewhat increased in order to make up for the 
greater displacement of the new vessels. The Funbens of 
the new craft will be made to hold forty tons of coal. Just 
how quarters will be squeezed into the boats, is a ques- 
tion, and those who have looked into the matter seem to 
think that the officers and crew will be greatly cramped 
for room, 


Two important types of battleship are being con- 
structed in the naval dockyards of France and England, 
respectively, the Charlemagne and Magnificent. The 
representatives of these two types, although widely dif- 
fering from one another in many essential particulars, 
will, says the “Engineer,” undoubtedly, when afloat and 
in commission, be the most complete fighting machines 
in the world. The dimensions, constructive features, 
etc., of these ships are as follows, the figures first given 
being those of the Charlemagne, the second the Magnifi- 
cent: Length, feet, on water line, 385—390; beam, feet, 
66 7-12—75; draught, feet, 25 10-12—27%; displacement, 
tons, 11,232—14,900; indicated horse-power, 14, .

According to a Reuter’s telegram, the programme of 
naval construction now being carried out by the Russian 
maritime authorities includes the following vessels 
which are being laid down at the Imperial dockyard, 
namely, the ironclad Grand Admiral Apraxine and Se- 
bastopol, the cruiser Russia, the gunboat Khrabry and 
15 torpedo boats. Besides these, five new cruisers are 
already launched and are being completed and armed, 
namely, the Sisoi Veliky, the Pultova, the Admiral 
Seniavin, the Petropaviovsk and the Admiral Ousha- 
koff. A training ship to be named the Verny, an iron- 
clad of 11,300 tons, and a cruiser of 8,000 tons will also 
shortly be begun. At the Nicolaieff yard the new iron- 
clad Three Saints and four torpedo boats are being 
equipped and completed, and another vessel of the same 
class, the Rostislav. has been laid down. Several other 
ships are being built for the Russian Government in 
foreign yards. These include the Imperial yacht Stand- 
ard, which is in course of construction at Copenhagen, 
the transport Samoyed, for use in the Polar seas, and the 
torpedo boat Sokol, now building in England. A twin- 
screw torpedo cruiser is under construction at Abo, the 
chief naval dockyard in Finland. ‘The Naval Depart- 
ment also proposes to coustruct a sloop-rigged gunboat 
of 926 tons.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The second test will be the 6-inch experimental 
double forged plate manufactured by the Carnegie com- 
pany. 

The “Birmingham Post” is responsible for the state- 
ment that the Government have been offered a new 
powder, the composition of which has been kept entirely 
secret. The trials, it is stated, are to be made at Chath- 
am. 

A Reuter telegram, dated Ottawa, March 29, states 
that the Hon. J. C. Paterson, Minister of Militia, has 
expressed disapproval of the purchase of more Martini- 
Henry and Lee-Metford rifles. A thousand stand have 
already been bought in England, and all have been con- 
demned. 


Experiments have recently been carried out at the 
Acieries de France, Isbergues, with the Bessemer acid 
converter. Very soft steel, hitherto capable of produc- 
tion in the basie controverter only, was obtained by the 
silicon super heating process introduced by Messrs. B. 
Walrand and Legenisel. 


In a notice of the last volume of the “U. S. Year's 
Naval Progress,” “Army and Explosives” refers par- 
ticularly to the chapter on small arms as of an extreme- 
jy able character. It says that “few Nations sre more 
intelligent in collecting statistics and fact relating to 
military and naval matters tham our American cousins.’ 


Two interesting tests will occur on Saturday at the 
Indian Head Proving Grounds. The first will be the 
acceptance test of a lot of 50 thirteen inch semi-armor 
piercing shells, capable of containing a bursting charge 
of 44 Ib. Representative shell of this group will be 
fired at a seven inch nickel steel plate. It is currently 
believed in ordnance circles that the next shell ordered 
will be required to pass through nine inches of nickel 
steel armor, before the department will consider them 
satisfactory. 

At the annual meeting of the Hotchkiss Ordnance 
Co., Ltd., held in London, March 28, the stockholders 
were informed that the English business was satisfae- 
tory during 1894, while that in France and America re- 
mained practically stationary. Their new quick-firing 
field gun had been favorably received, and more orders 
for it were expected. Additional orders for the 14-inch 
Howell torpedo had also been received from the United 
States, and so soon as the 18-inch Howell torpedo was 
accepted, no doubt, they would derive considerable ad- 
yantage from it. 

Two important ordnance tests took place at the Naval 
Proving Ground, Indian Head, Md., on April 11. A 13- 
inch semi-armor piercing nickel steel shell passed through 
a nickel steel plate seven inches thick without exploding 
the large charge of powder it carried. A test of percus- 
sion fuses was also made to determine at what distance 
the shell would explode after passing through an ob- 
struction. In this test a screen was erected in the river 
and rows of stakes about six feet apart were driven behind 
it. The shells passed through the screen successfully 
and burst ten or twelve feet on the other side—just 
about the distance the Department desired. One of the 
same kind of shells was also fired through a steel plate 
two inches thick, bursting on the other side.

Assistant Secretary McAdoo of the Navy, who has 
been cruising on the Columbia in the West Indies, has 
telegraphed the Navy Department from Key West that 
he will reach Washington April 27. 

Madrid, April 25.—The cruiser Reina Regente, which 
was lost in a storm off the Spanish coast last month, 
has been found in 109 fathoms of water, midway be- 
tween Capes Tarifa and Trafalgar. 

The reception tendered Lieuts. John B. McDonald, 
Carter P. Johnson, James A. Ryan and William ‘TT. 
Pohnston, 10th Cay., recent arrivals at Fort Assinna- 
boine, at Amusement Hall, on the evening of April 18, 
was a most enjoyable affair. 

It is expected that a squadron of cavalry from Tort 
Myer, and Light Battery C, 3d Art., from Washington 
Barracks, D. C., will take part in the ceremonies attend- 
ing the unveiling of the statue of Maj. Gen. John Bu- 
ford, of heroic memory, at Gettysburg, on July 1, next.

The new cap was declared to be nothing more nor less 
than the fancy head dress worn by all “front stoop” 
sailors, dudes and yachtsmen, and others around yacht 
clubs and summer resorts, and by others who desired 
to look nautical. Messrs. Dunla: Co., who claim 
what credit there may be for designing the cap, have 
had no experience as military furnishers.

On Thursday evening, April 18, 1895, the 2d Battalion, 
Maj.

UNDESERVED HONORS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

With no desire to criticize or find fault with the compe- 
tent and distinguished Governor and Adjutant General of 
New ,York. I beg leave to inquire for what reason such 
high honors have been paid by those gentlemen to the portly 
citizens who are members of the quasi-military organization 
known as the “Old Guard.”’ Many years ago there were in 
York two companies known as the City Guard and 
Light Guard. They wore gorgeous uniforms, but were never 
noted for a superabundance of military knowledge. In fact, 
they were the very type of the old-time fuss-and-feathers 
“milishy.””. When transferred to hard-working efficient regi- 
ments (the Tist and 9th) these companies caused an in- 
finite amount of trouble, by their utter disregard of duty, 
arrogant independence and disinclination to work. From the 
ex-members of these companies the “Old Guard"’ was or- 
ganized, and ever since have been posing as battle-scarred 
veterans, without responsibility to the State, and without 
performing any actual service whatever. Two or three times 
a year they burst upon the astonished gaze of an admiring 
public, at°a ball they give, and as guard at a reviewing 
stand. But as for drilling, or doing any duty—well, the 
average Guardsman would give a year of his life to see a

middle-aged two-hundred pounder of the Old Guard in ex- 
tended order drill, or on —_ in a riot. 

But while the hard-working Guardsman must wear the 
most unpicturesque and most disliked uniform ever invented, 
the Old Guard is allowed to parade in a uniform which can 
hardly be excelled for gorgeousness; while the Guardsman 
is fined for any neglect of duty, and his nose held down 
to the grindstone with unrelenting severity, the Old Guards 
can do just as they ‘darn please;’’ while the officer of the 
National Guard who has worked for 10 or 15 years in the 
ranks to get a commission, secures it from an adjutant 
with the remark “Here’s your sheepskin,” the Governor 
himself ‘installs’ officers of the Old Guard, elected be- 
cause they are good fellows by a handful of associates. 

The reason for this it would be difficult to discover; and 
the effect of it is to give an exceedingly erroneous impres- 
sion to the great mass of the people who do not stop to 
distinguish between the gorgeous and useless Old Guard, 
and the severely plain and highly efficient National Guard. 
Nine out of ten citizens have an idea that the Old Guard 
is a veteran organization; few have any idea it is not a 
part of the National Guard, and for the shortcomings and 
utterly out-of-date uniform, drill and discipline of the Old 
Guard, the National Guard is held responsible. 

if the Old Guard is to continue to exist as a military 
body it should be made part of the State forces, and com- 
pelled to do duty and conform to State Regulations. As it 
exists to-day it is a standing bad example to the entire 
Guard. The “target company” era is over, unless it does 
duty faithfully and conforms to the military code. The 
laws are made for all, not for a class, and why the Old 
Guard should be excepted, in enforcing the law, is and will 
remain a mystery. NEW GUARD. 

GEORGIA. 

The County Commissioners have commenced the work of 
clearing and leveling the new rifle range for the Sa- 
vannah companies of the Georgia Volunteers, and expect to 
have it in readiness for rifle practice early in May. At a 
recent meeting of the commissioners this work was decided 
upon and the county will spend about $1,000 on the improve- 
ment of the land in grading, draining, digging of pits, ete. 
The range will be known as the “Avondale Rifle Range,”’ 
and is situated about two miles from the city on a line of 
electric railway, thus giving quick transportation to and 
from the city. The organization controlling the range will 
be known as the “Savannah Military Rifle Range Associa- 
tion,” consisting of the following companies: Troop A, Ist 
Cay.; Chatham Artillery (unattached); Cos. B, C, D and E, 
1st Inf.; Cos. A, B, C and D, 1st Batt. Inf., and such field 
and staff officers that have headquarters in Savannah, these 
last to be considered as a company, Wi. tue senior in com- 
mand. The affairs of the association will be governed by a 
“Range Commission,” consisting of the senior field officer 
and commanding officers of each company, troop and bat- 
tery. The association will spend about $600 on the work, in 
equipments, storehouses, telephones, wind dials, etc., and 
the State will furnish all the targets, frames, etc., neces-

In laying off 
the range it has been so planned that there will be but one 
firing line for all known distances from 200 to 600 yards, 
besides space allotted for skirmish runs, thus allowing shoot- 
ing at known distances and skirmish at the same time with- 


out interfering with each other, which is an advantage 
over many ranges. The companies in Savannah are work- 


ing hard preparing for their tour of duty at Camp North- 
ern, Which commences on June 18, the men are being care- 
fully instructed in the duties of sentinels and such work 
as will be required of them in camp. Co. D, Ist Regt. Inf., 
had instruction in guard duty on last Saturday night, com- 
mencing at 10 o'clock P. M. and lasting until 7 A. M. Sen- 
tinels performed their duty creditably, and showed that 
they had given much time to the study of the manual. This 
work will be of great benefit to the company in camp, it 
having many new members that have never before been 
called upon for such duty.

roster—issued, we believe, in 1889. In the roster referred 
to records in drill corps of various fraternal organizations 
are recorded, which makes the book ridiculous. Let us 
have a roster piving the record of every officer in the Na- 
tional Guard of this State first, and then in another column 
his record in the Guard of other States, or in the Army 
or Navy, and while his re of birth should be given, the 
Adjutant General should have the common-sense to omit 
records of service in the Milpitas Independent Fusiliers or 
the Ancient Order of California Target-shooters."’
